The Bebring Sea Teouble. 

One of the latest deliverances in the 
Behring Sea controversy was a despatch 
on June 14, 1890, in which Sir Julian 
Paunceforte presented his Goverrment’s 
formal protest against the instructions 
issucd to UnitedggStates revenue ernis- 
ers to interfere with the vessels of 
British subjects engaged in the seal { 
tisheries on the high seas, The protest 
says the Minister is instructed “to de- 
‘clare that her Brittanic Majesty's 
“jovernment must hold the Government 
“of the United States responsible lor the 
“consequences that may ensue from acts 
“which are contrary to the established 
‘principles of international law.” The 
Minister on June 28 says that his gov- 
ernment cannot ask British yessels to 
keep outof Behring Sea unless the United 
States will consent to a plan which he 
outlines for the arbitration of the con- 
troversy. Now that Canada is assured 
that the Imperial Government is taking 
the case up in earnest, Canadians can 
wait patiently fur the outcome. Jt was

Bathe Wogether—No 

Modesty. 

An important cooling recipe of the far 
Rast is the bath and the hot bath is taken by 
the Japaueso several timesaday, The bath- 
ing is done in the public bath rooms or in the 
private tab and no soap isused, Many Japa- 
nex: tae now parboiling themselves in water 
raised to 120 degrees fahrenheit and the 
whole family bathes in tho samo tub, Thore 
isa model of one of these tubs at tho national 
museum and the average Japanese bath tub 
is about three feet high, oval in shape and it 
has a little furnace with a stove pipe running 
up above the top of the tub set into one end 
of it, A board keeps this stove pipe from 
touching; the skin and # few moments will 
heat the bath to boiling. The Japanese have 
no false modesty as to the showing of their 
person, and if is not an uncommon thing in a 
Japanese house to see a lady at her bath, or 
if you be a guest to have ono of the female 
servants cone in and offer to rub you down,

other. Ata famous hot springs in the Jap- 
anese mountains I caw both sexes hopping 
around togethor in the water splashing eacu 
other and enjoying the silphurous fumes 
without @ thought that there was anything 
indecent about their actions.

AN INT: "ESTING CLOCK: 
tte Maker is Provd of It, but He Has No 
Wish to Make Another. 

In the window of a German joweler on 
Conrt street, Brooklyn, there stands s brass 
Clock not more than ten inehes bigh, [be 
passer-by who looks through the wink w sees 
under the clock, which is supported by four 

lished columms, a emall brass platform, 

lanced toa nicety on two pivots in the 
middle, ke an ordinary seesaw. A groove 
cut into the surface of the brass runs zigeag 
frow one end to the otver, and on the path so 
made a brightly polished ste! ball, no larger 
than abullot, runs unceasingly. When the 
ball has travelled from one end of the 
form to the other, sigzaggins from to 


tide, it strikes a thin steel wire which bangs 
trom above, and in an instant the platform is 
tilted up at the end and the little ball, impel- 
led by the force of gravity, starts back again, 
At the other end it comes into contact with 
another wire, an 1 up goes the platform once 
more, Sometimes a big crowd stands around 
the window intent on the little sphere, the 
mystery of which they find it bard to solve, 

F.T. Kraft, who ruos the store, has fol- 
towed the trade for many years. One day 
six years Kraft was ‘waiking down 
Broadway when he sa« a clock ina jewellers 
window with the same device, He stood 
fov ay hour in front of the glass watching it 
and trying to solve the problem of its con- 
struction, Tho proprietor of the store told 
bim the clock had been made in England 
twenty-five years before, and was the only 
one of its kind in existence. Mr. Kraft’s re- 
quest to have a look at the mechauism was 
met with a refusal, and he went off with the 
Ictermination to study it out for himself, 
fe worked at it six months during his odd 
hours and finally triumphed, Then be was 
suprised tofind how simple the idea was after 
all, although ne found the greatest delicacy 
necessary in carrying it out. 

M.. Kraft took the elcck from its shelf in 
the window the other day to explain its me- 
chanism to the reporter. Tho two mysterl- 
ous wires which the ball strikes against at 
the end of each trip are fastened above toa 
long rod. From the upper side of this rod 
runs a strip of steel, which rests agains’ one 
of four pins on an escapement wheel in the 
works, When the ball strikes the wiro it re- 
leases this wheel, which makes a quarter re- 
volution to the next pin. Ou tho same axis 
is a cog wheel whose teey) fit into those of 
another of half the vircuiievence. The 
smaller wheel makes a half revolution while 
the other is making a quarter, To the axis 
of this wheel isfas'ened a rod, which is at- 
tached at the other end to the platform, 
which is pulled up or down according to the 
wire which the ball strikes, 

It was in the manufacture of the ball itself 
that Mr, Kraft had the most difficulty. It 
had to be a perfeet sphore to work properly, 
and it was turned down bit by bit to the pros 
per size, A little guard rail is placed at each 
angle of tbe groove, so that the ball will not 
jump off, It takes tie ball just five seconds 
to make the trip, a half second for each sec- 
tion uf the groove. The platform acts asa 
pendulum with a tlve-second swing. The de- 
vice is only interesting as a novelty, as it ts 
more suscaptible to changes in the weather 
than the peadulum clock, aud has to be re- 

| gulated frequently. 

It is interesting to figure out the distance 
which the industrious iittls ball travels from 
day to day. Every second it runs 4 2-5 inches, 
or twenty-two feet a minu'e. This isa quar- 
ter of a mile an bour, or six milesa day, or 
180 miles a month, or 21,790 miles a year, 
over 11,000,000 feet. Since the clock was 

| first started, the bali has travelled a distance 
equal to nearly three-fourths of the way 
around the globe, In that time it bas not 
been worn to any perceptible degree, al- 
though the brass surface on which it runs has 
been ground off considerably, 

“I have lots of offers for this clock,’’ said 
the old jeweller, as he put it back on its 
shelf, “but I wouldn't sell it at any price, It 
was a plessure to work out the principle of 
thething, but you couldn’t get me to make 
another one of them for a good deal.” 


Henry J. Mowry, of Syracuse, is a 
great horse buyer and a man who can 
tell the good and bad points about a 
horse with his eyes shut. He was so ex- 
pertin horseflesh that President Cleve- 
land trusted bim to buy his horses, and 
the finest animals Washington has ever 
seen were brought there for Mr, Cleve- 
land by Mr. Mowry. Several years ago, 
in Syracuse, he went into a car stable 
which had just received a fresh stock of 
horses, He was askyd to look them over, 
and did so, After be got through he told 
the hostler to bring out a certain horse he 
designated, ‘ 

“How much did you pay for that 
horse?” he asked one of the directors of 
the road. 

“Seventy-five dollars,” 

“In two years, with careful training,” 
suid Mr, Mowry, “that horse will be 
worth $15,000 or Tl eat him.” 

The director followed Mr. Mowry’s ad- 
vice, had the horse carefully trained, 
and in one year more was worth $15,000 
tothe owner. But on his first race he 
madea misjump over a hurdle, broke 
hia neck, and horse and §15,000 went 
skyward, 

When Mr, Mowry told the director to 
take that horse out and train him for a 
hurdle jumper he did not state that he 
would be apt to lreak his neek before he 
made acent for his owner, Therefore 
the director was. out $2,000 for training 
and «@ $75 horse.

Her treatment of our 
Atlantic fishermen is regarded as unjust 
and arbitary, and her poaching in Beh- 
ring Sea is iocked upon.as no fess repre- 
hensible. Tho President is tired of 1i. 
The members of his cabinet and constitu- 
tional advisers are equally tired of at, 
and betore many days, their diseatiatac- 
‘tion will find expression in a well con- 
sidered movement, which it is believed 
will speedily brmg Canada to bor senses. 
Tt isnot intended in curtailment of the 
priviledges now accorded the Canadian 
Pacific railway and the Grand Trunk 
railway, nor that American patzons of 
these corporations either in New Eng 
land or along our northern border shall 
suffer in consequence.

Houses Wanted, 

The want of residences to rent in Cel- 
wary is greatly felt at the present moment, 
Une real estate agent alone has thirteen 
applications, which he can not fill, His 
customers require houses for which they 
are willing to pay $15 fo $36 per month, 
Ought this not to be a sufficiently strong 
hint te men of means to erect suitable 
houses ? Noform of investment would 
yield a larger or surer reiurn, and that 
for years to come, as the rush to Calgary 
is only beginning. In this connexion we 
may note the opinion of promoters of the 
Girls’ High School, namely, that if 
suilabie boarding quartera could be 
established there -ould be a large num- 
ber of girls sent in from the rural dis- 
tricts to the schos!, This opimicn, no 
donbt, is well founded, but the difficulty 
is ta establish a proper boarding house, 
not for want of persons willing to enter 
into the enterprise but from the absence 
of suilable premises, There is scarcely a 
building in Calgary suitable for a well 
equipped boarding bouse,~certainly not 
one to rent; and here, too, a man of 
means might find a good investment for 
his money. A biniding so constructed 
that it might be used esther as a large 
boarding house or as two or three separate 
residences would not fail to pay. The 
extra expense in providing suitable 
division walls and entrances would not 
be great, while proyision for separate 
residences, in case of failure as extensiye 
boarding quarters, would ensure its being 
in demand far private use. lt would be 
wellifsome of our enterprising citizens 
would give the subject their earnest 
attention. There is abundance of capital 
fer the purpose if people's minds were 
only turned in that direction,

ee (J 


A By.Law to Raise the Sum of $21,000.00, by Debentures, 
for Drainage in the Town of Oulgary. 


WHEREAS it is expedient and desirable to raise by loan on the credit of the Corpora- 
tion of the Town of Calgary the sum of twenty-one thousand dollars to be devoted to 
establishing a mewernge system in the Town of Calgary. 

‘And WHEREAS, it is desirable and expedient that the said loan with interest thereon, 
as hereinafter set forth, should be repaid within thirty years fom the date of this by-law tak- 
ing eftect, as hereinafter provided, that is to say:— 

In thitty yearly instalments of $700.00 each, bearing interest at the rate of six, per 
centuin per annum payable yearly, such instalments and interest bein Pe pas at the times 
and in the manner set out in the schedule hereto attached and marked ** A.” 

‘And WHEREAS the specific sum to be raised in each year during thecurrency of the said 
debt, being a sum sufficient to discharge the several instalments of principal and interest 
accruing due on said debt as the said instalments and interest become ake 
cording to the terns uf this ly-law, is as set o ite each year in the said jule 0. 

‘And WHEREAS the value of the rateable property in the Town of Calgary, 
to the last revised assessment roll, is the sum of Million Eight Hundred an Twenty-One 
Thousand Two Hundred and Forty-Six Dollars, more or less; 

‘And WHEREAS the amount of the existing debt of the Town of Calgary is Thirty- 
Eight Thousand Four Hundred Dollars, no instalment of principal or interest of which has 
yet become dues 

And WHEREAS the annual special rate to ve raised in each year during the currency 
of the said debt, being sufficient according to the amount of the ratezble property peering 
by the last revised assessment roll to ¢ ischa: the several instalments of principal an 
interest accruing due on the said debt as the said instalments become res) ively payable ac- 
cording to the terms of this by-law, fs as set opposite each year in the sc ule hereto, 

THEREFORE the Mayor and Cotneil of the Corporation of the Town of Calgary, in 
Council assembled, enact as follows:—— 

1. That the sum of Twenty-One Thousand Dollars be raised by way of loan on the credit 
of this Corporation, and that the said sum when so raised be applied to the purpose herein- 
before cited, 

2. That thirty Jebentures be issued for the sum of Seven Hundred Dollars each, payable 
at the several times and bearing interest, payable yearly, at the rate set out in the Schedule 
hereto attached marked “A” and signed at the foot thereof by the \fayor and Clerk of this 
Corporation, which Schedule shall form part of this by-law. 

3. That the said Debentures shall be made iad in Canadian currency at the office of 
the Treasurer of this Corporation in the Town of Calgary, . 

4. That the specific sum to be raised in each year during the currency of the said debt, 
being a sum sufficient to discharge the several instalments of principal and interest accruing 
due on said debt as the said instalments and interest become respectively payable according to 
the terms of this by-law, shall be the sum set opposite to each year respectively in the said 
Schedule hereto, 

5. That the annual special rate to be raised in each year during the currency of the said 
debt, being sufficient according to the amount of rateable property appearing by the last re- 
vised assessment roll to reaper a the several instalments of principal and interest accruing 
due on the said debt as the said instalments become respectively payable according to the 
terms of this by-law, shall be the rate set opposite to each year respectively in the said 
schedule hereto. 

6. That the votes of the elecwors duly qualified to vote on this by-law be taken on the 
Sth day of September, A, D. 1890, at the Town Hall and the office of G.C. Marsh, Esq, in the 
Town of Calgary, between the hours of nine o'clock in the forenoon and five o'clock in the 
afternoon, and that Walter W. Whitmee be the Deputy-Returning Officer to take such votes 
at the said office of G. C, Marsh aforesaid, and that Charles Watson be the Deputy- 
Returning Officer to take such votes at the said Town Hall, and that E. P. Davis, the Clerk 
of this Municipality, be the Returning Officer for such election. 

7. That the said Returning Officer do, on the 9th day of Se tember, A, D. 1890, at the 
hour of half-past one o'clock in the afternoon, at the said Town fiat, sum up the number of 
votes given for or against this by-law, and declare the result thereof. 

8. That this by-law take effect on the 10th day of October, A. D. 1890. 

Done and passed in Council this gth day of September, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety, ,
